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To theſe were added as a Junto, Mr. 
Caryl, the Queen's Secretary, and Mr. 
Stafford, formerly Envoy at the Court :

all Emergencies : The Earl of Melfort, 
Prime Miniſter of State, being ſent to 
Rome, ſometime before, partly f to Nego- 
tiate King James's Affairs at the Pope's 
Court, and partly to remove him from 
the ſealouſies of the Iriſb, who, at that 
Time, wholly monopolized this Princes 
Ear and Favour. 


Thus things continued for a while, 
but Ireland being reduced ſometime after, 
and the Scottiſh Highlanders ſubmitting, 
the Court of St. Germain was every Day 
thronged with Gentlemen from thoſe 
Kingdoms, as well as from England; and 
then a Proteſtant Party began to diſtin- 
guiſh. themſelves, and Bal, A to 
make an n Appearance at that Court.

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I )he firſt conſiderable Step they took, 
was to deſire a Chapel of King James, 
for the Exerciſe of their Worthip ac- 
cording to the Church of England, and 
ropoſed Dr. Granville, Brother to the 
Ear! of Bath, formerly Dean of Durham, 
as a fit Perſon to be their Chaplain ;

him. Dr. Gordon, a Biſhop of Scotland, 
the only Proteſlant Divine then there, 
met with a yet worſe Treatment than 
=. Dr. 
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Dr. Granville, and was reduced to the 
Neceſſity of abjuring his Religion for 
Want of Bread, with which he could 
not be ſupplied, but upon thoſe hard 


Terms. However, King James being 


ſenſible that ſuch an Uſage would pre- 


judice his Intereſt in Britain, reſolved 
to prevent the coming of any Proteſtant 
Divine there, and therefore ſent Mr. 
Macqueen in Company of Major Scot 
into England, who brought Letters from 
him to his Friends, in Which he requi- 
red them to trouble him no more with 
| Divines, as Meſſengers. 


This bad dure did not altogether 
diſcourage the Proteſtant Party, they 
made a ſecond Effort upon the Conſti- 


tution of the before- mentioned Council 


of Five, to have one of the Number at 
leaſt a Proteſtant: They inſiſted upon 
the Advantages which might thence re- 
dound to his Majeſty's Affairs in Britain, 
and for that End did carneſtly recom- 


mend my Lord Chict Fees — as

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a Perſon both well qualified to give 
Advice in Engliſh Affairs, and of an un- 


ſpotted Reputation in his Country. 
Theſe Reaſons were ſo convincing, that 


the Iriſh fearing they would obtain

If 
therefore it be apparent that a Woman, ei- 


ther through the Situation and Diſpoſition of 


her 
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her Matrix, cannot Conceive; this being at- 
teſted by Phyſicians, ſhe is to be declared 
Barren. Only from this Caſe ſuch Women are 
to be excepted as are married, after the Age 

of Forty or Forty-five Vears, in whom the na- 

tural Fecundity may be ſuppoſed to be dried 
up; and in that Caſe a Man doth himſelf the 
Injury by ſuch a voluntary Choice, and there 
is no Reaſon he ſhould be inabled to undo 
it. A great Difference is alſo to be made 
betwixt a natural Barrenneſs, and that which 
is meerly Caſual. A Woman being then 
found naturall) Barren, nothing of Divorce or

For Anſwer, it is to be conſidered, that 
Marriage is a Contract founded upon the 
Laws of Nature, its End being the Propaga- 
ton of Mankind; and the Formality of doing 
it by Churchmen, is only a ſupervenient Be- 
nediction, or pompous ſolemnizing of it; 
and therefore the Nature of Marriage, and 


not any Forms uſed in the Celebration of it, is 
to be conſidered. Tt is true, the Caſe is hard- 


er when any is married by ſuch a Form as 
binds him to ONE Woman, than where he is 


bound only by the Tie of Marriage conceived 


in general Terms. 


The Caſe of Mankind, ſince the Fall, va- 
ries very much from what it was in Innocen- 
cy; for then the Sonndneſs of their Bodies, 


and Purity of their Minds, did keep out of 


the Way all the Hazards of Barrenneſs, Sick- 
neſs, Uncleanneſs, or Croſſneſs of Humour; 


and therefore a ſingle Marriage, as being the 
_ pertecteſt Coalition of Friendſhip and Inte- 


reſt, was proper to that State; and ſo God 


made but one Woman for one Man: But 


upon the Fall, the Caſe varied hugely; and 
Frigidity, Barrenneſs, Unchaſtity, Croſſneſs

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of Humours, made the former Law not ſo 


Proper for the following Race of Mankind; 


pet ſtill a ſingle Marriage was the perfecter, 
as being nearer the Original. : 


Before the Flood, we find Lamech a Po- 
LYGAMIST ; ſuch were Abraham and Jacob 
after it: So that this was not indulged by 
Moſes; for all that he did relating to this, 
was only to allow a Divorce, which was a 
Prowiſo tor the Hardneſs of the 1/raelites 
Hearts: Every Man was bound to maintain 
whom he had oxce married; leſt therefore 
ſuch as deſigned another Wife, and could not 
maintain the former, might uſe indirect Ways 
to be rid of them ; this fair one, of Divorce, 


was allowed of by God; and this Polygamy 


was practiſed, without either Allowance or 
Controul, as the natural Right of Mankind ; 
neither is it any where marked among the 
Blemiſbes of the Patriarchs; David's Wives 
(and Store of them he had) are termed by 
the Prophet, God's Gift to him: Yea, Pohga- 
my was made, in ſome Caſes, a Duty by Mo- 
fes's Law; when any died without Iſſue, his 
Brother, or neareſt Kinſman, was to marry 


his Wite, for raiſing up Seed to him; and all 


were obliged to obzy this, under the Hazard 
of the Inſamy if they refuſed it; neither is 
there any Exceptions made for ſuch as were 


married; from whence I may faithfully con- 
N clude, 


w 
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clude, that what God made neceſſary in ſome 
Caſes; to any Degree, can in no Caſe be 
ſinful in it felt; ſince God is Holy in all his 
Ways: And thus far it appears, that PoLy- 
GAMY is not contrary to the Law and Na- 
ture of Marriage: But it is not to be exami- 
ned, if it is forbidden under the Goſpel. It is 
certain our Lord deſigned to raiſe Mankind 
to the higheſt Degrees of Purity and Chaſiity; 
and therefore our Lord and St, Paul do pre- 
fer a ſingle Liſe to a married Siate, as that 
which qualities us tor the Kingdom of Hea- 
ven, and was loaded with the feweſt Incum- 
brances ; and by this Rule a ſingle Marriage 
being next to none at all, is certainly moſt 
| ſuitable to the Gel; but a fimple and ex- 
preſs Diſcharge of PoLYGAMY is no where to 
be found. It is true, our Lord diſcharges 
Divorces, except in the Caſe or Adultery; 
adding, that whoſoever puts away his Wife 
upon any other Account, commits Adultery ; 
ſo St. Luke and St. Matthew in one Place 
have it: Or, commits Aauliery againſt her; fo 
St. Mark has it: Or, cauſes her to commit 
Adultery; ſo St. Matthew in another Place. 
It it be then Adultery to take another Woman 
after an unjuſt Divorce, it will follow, that 
the Wife has that Right to the Husband's 
Body, that he muſt not touch no other. This 
is indeed plauſible; and is all that can be 
brought from the New Teſtament, which 
ſeems 


VP 
ſeems convincing; yet it will not be found 
of Weight: For it is to be conſidered, that 
if our Lord had been to antiquate PoI Y- 
MY, it being ſo deeply rooted in the Men of 
that Age, confirmed by ſuch famous and un- 
queſtioned Precedents, and riveted by ſo long 
a Practice, he muſt have done it plainly and 
authoritatively ; and not in ſuch an involved 
Manner, that it muſt be ſought out of his 
Words by the ſearch of Logick ; neither are 
theſe dark Words made more clear by any 
of the Apoſiles in their Writings. Words 
are to be carried no farther than the Deſign 
upon which they were written will lead them 
to ; ſo that our Lord being in that Place to 
ſtrike out Divorces ſo explicitly, we muſt not, 
by a Conſequence, condemn PoLycamy, ſince 
it ſeems not to have fallen within the Scope 
of what our Lord does there diſapprove : 
| Beſides, the Term Adultery may be taken in 
general for ſuch a Breach of Wedlock, as is 
equivalent to Adultery ; and ſuch is an unjuſt 
Divorce. This may be the Importance of 
the Phraſe uſed by St. Mark, viz. He com- 
mitteth Adultery againſt her; or all may be 
better explained by the Phraſe St. Matthew 
uſes about it in one Place, He cauſes her to 
commit Adultery : Since he that expoſeth and 
tempteth to Sin, ſhares in the Guilt with 
the Perſon that ſuccumbs: And from this it 


appears, that Porycamy is not declared 
= Adultery, 
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Adultery, neither in the Place cited, nor any 
other that I know of. But it is true, that 
POL VY CAM falls ſhort of the Intendment of 
Marriage in Innocency, to which State we 
that are under the Goſpel, muſt return as 
near as it is poſſible. It is to be confeſſed, 
that PoLycamy was much condemned by the 


Ancients: Tho' I think I have met with 
ſomething about it that is little noticed; but 


of that, I can adventure to ſay nothing at this 
Diſtance from my Books and Papers. But 


all That being granted, it is to be conſidered, 


that the Ancients were unjuſt and ſevere a- 
gainſt Marriage, and did exceſſively favour 
the Celibate, or Single ; ſo that in ſome Pla- 
ces, they who married the ſccond Time, were 
put to do Penance for it: And, indeed, both 
Fery and Gentile had run into ſuch Exceſs, by 
their free Commixtures, that it is no Won- 


der, that if the Holy Men of thoſe Ages, being 


provoked to a juſt Leal againſt ſuch 1 jf 
Practices, muſt have been carried through 
immoderate Swaying of the Counterpoile, 
into ſome Extreams on the other Hand: 
Therefore to conclude this ſhort Anſwer, 


wherein many Things are hinted, which 
might have been enlarged to a Volume, I 
ſee nothing ſo ſtrong again ſt Por v, as to 


balance the great and vilible imminent Ha- 
zards, that hang over ſo many Thouſands, 
if it be not Allowed.
